"But Arst of all thelr
Interest munt be stimulated, They come to
us with n shyness and distrust most pa-
thetio. Thoy don’t know what the teacher
Is golng to do for them. Flrat, the physloal
#ide ham to be looked mfter, They learn
gimes and have story-telllng classes, and
sewing and walking clubs, nnd In this way
thelr confidenca In gained.

"I have clasmes In musle and rhythmie
dancing. The Iden In to tench the children
to put melodles to words and worde to
simple melodies. They work hard, but thelr
progross Ia often hampersd by the work
they do in the daytime and thelr raclal
limitations,

“A sludy of the Influence of the varlous
natlonalities on thelr artistic senaibilities In
very remarkable,” continued Miss McCallip.
"The Russinn Jews, for Instance, will play
their Instrument, whether It s violln, man=-
dolin or plano, with a fire and Intensity of
expression that falrly doen away with tech-
nique.

Justice Charles Evans Hughes

HE man whom many politicians believe will be the Republican
candidate for the Presidency, has had a remarkable career.
